u Affidavits Are Not Lobsters/’ 
Gen. James Grant Wilson fnrflishes 
the Cape Axin Advertiser with the fol­ 
low big pleasant gossip about old Admiral 
Coftm—one of the Coffins, bv the way— 
aud the great variety about Capo Cod of 
lobsters weighing exactly ninety pounds. 
Sir Isaac Coffin, a British Admiral and 
a me inlier of the family which held a fa­ 
mous reunion at Nantucket, Angust 16, 
was born at Boston, and when a child 
lived for some years on Cape Cod* Sir 
Isaac came to this country soon after the 
w ar of 1812, and during the voyage he 
stated to the officers of his flag-ship that 
w lieu ti ie j' reached Cape Cod he would 
show' them lobsters that weighed ninety 
pounds! The rules of a quarter dock do 
not permit you to flatly contradict an 
Admiral, but still some doubt and dis­ 
trust was visible on the countenances of 
the Captain and Lieutenants who stood 
around. 
“ Well,” said Sir Isaac, “ if 
you doubt it, I will make you a wager 
that when we reach Cape Cod I will 
produce a lobster that weighs ninety 
pounds.” The wager was made under 
the gracious permission of tho Admiral, 
and when they arrived there Sir Isaac 
scoured the Cape, but bo could not find 
auy lobster that weighed ninety pounds, 
so he said: “ Well, they don’t happen 
to be hero just now, but I will obtain 
the affidavits of the old fishermen to 
prove that there are such lobsters.” 
Aud he produced a pile of affidavits, 
showing that when there were fishermen 
in early times lobsters that weighed 
ninety pounds wero 
as common as 
huckleberries on the Cape. Then it was 
left to an umpire to decide, which had 
lost and which had won, and by him so 
concise a judgment was given that if 
now living it would entitle him to the 
vacant Judgeslq* in the Massachusetts 
Supreme (Vmrt,if all his decisions were 
equally good. His decisions was that 
“ affidavits are not lobsters.” 
The distinguished member of the Cof­ 
fin family, w riting to his friend Commo­ 
dore Isaac Hull, in 1816, says : “Many 
thanks for your kind exertions; send 
tho ninety pound lobster when you can. 
My reputation will l>e saved, although 
my money is gone,” and in another let­ 
ter now lying Indore me the Admiral re­ 
marks : “ Tile lobster you committed 
to Capt. Tracy arrived in good condition, 
and is c< insider**! a marvelous one here. 
Still my friend Sir Joseph Banks longs 
for one of ninety pounds.” Whether 
Hull succeeded iu saving Sir Isaac’s 
reputation by sending him a niuety- 
Ifound lobster I very much regret I am 
unable to state, but a venerable Glouces- 


Tropical Fruits. 
Mangoes from Jamaica are among the 
most delicious of these rare fruits. They 
are pearshaped, with a thick, g o ld e n , red­ 
cheeked rind and an'orangc-colored i»ul p. 
A largo pit like a peach-stone takes tip 
fimlf the fruit, and contains a bitter ker­ 
nel. The specimens of this fruit are said, 
by those who have eaten it in South Amer­ 
ica and Jamaica, to be excellent. 
It is 
necessary to pick the m a n g o when it is 
rij>o, os those that ripen after they are 
{ncked are devoid of flavor aud wordl­ 
ess. It is consequently a perishable car­ 
go, and full twenty i>er cent. of those 
brought to this country si* >il before they 
reach the country. 
T h e sweet mango la 
the species usually seen here. 
There is 
a slightly acid kind sometimes sold, 
which is very pleasant to Hie taste. 
Fresh mangoes are worth from fifty cents 
to one dollar a dozen. 
Tho sweet mangoes put up at Bombay 
are a famous East Indiana chutney, and 
a popular accompaniment of curries in 
England. 
Though seldom used in this 
country, they may be bought for $1.50 a 
bottle. They should not l>e confounded 
with pickled musk melons, which am 
called mangoes by New England house- 
kqppcrs. 
Tile red and yellow banana arc not dif­ 
ferent species. All bananas are naturally 
yellow and are made red by grafting. 
The effect of tile graft runs out in seven 
years, yjien we have sometimes bananas 
that are red, spotted or streaked with 
yellow. 
There are over forty or fifty 
varieties of this fruit. The little guinoes, 
or fig banana, is not unknown to our fruit 
stores. 
It is not over a finger long, aud 
it is one of the finest species. The plan­ 
tain and banana are of the same family. 
The oriental Christians searching for the 
Garden of Eden believed that the banana 
was tile forbidden fruit, aud named it tho 
“tree of Paradise,” though the “forbid­ 
den fruit” sold in Paris fruit stalls and in 
our own market is a species of orange, 
the grap shaddock. It is of no special 
value, is acid, and is kept more for dis­ 
play than for anything else. ^ The leg­ 
end says, it was good till Eve tasted 
it, but it has lieen bad since. 
Tho deep 
depressions near the stem of the fruit 
like the mark of teeth are supposed to 
bo tho orgin of its claim. 
The mandarin oranges are a small 
species of fruit with a dark-colercd per­ 
fumed rind hardly thicker than brown 
paper. The tangerine is a variety of 
miindfurm. 
It is the thinnest-skinned 
species of orange known. Muudarin and 
tangerine oranges, which are in market 
during the winter months, are sold from 
seventy-five cents to one dollar a dozen. 
Tho seedless St. Michael oranges are 
brought from tho Azores, and though 
common in England, are seldom seen in 
this country. 
They are a small, light- 
collered fruit, with scarcely any seeds, 
and are excellent in flavor. 
In this city 
they bring from sixty to seventy-five 
cents a dozen. 
Fresh cocoanuts, or the immature co­ 
coanuts, picked when they are half ripe, 
are tho favorite food and beverage of tho 
tropics. The stem and green cup at the 
base dropping off is tho external indica­ 
tion that they have sourced .—Exchange.

TIM American Chameleon. 


There is in the lower Southern State# 
teaching to the sea a beautiful little liz­ 
ard known in some localities as the cha­ 
meleon. 
It docs not much resemble 
the chameleon of Asia and Africa; per­ 
haps our only reason for calling it a cha­ 
meleon lies in the fact that like the cha­ 
meleon of the Old World it has the Dow­ 
er of changing its color, apparently at 
will. In truth, so readily does It change 
its chlor in response to the requirements 
of circumstances that one can scarcely 
tell what its natural color is, though I 
believe it to be a light green, for I find 
it dressed in green oftener than in any 
other shade. On this account *he people 
of many portions of the South call ii; 
•imply the “ ^reen lizard,” the word 
chameleon being too large a mouthful 
for them. 
Its scientific name is Anolia 
principalis. 
Some of our scientific 
friends have been trying to establish it 
In the common name of 44 Florida Cha­ 
meleon,” on account of having met with 
It in Florida while making a tour of that 
State; but against this I put in rn? pro­ 
test, for it is no more a Florida chame­ 
leon than it is a South Carolina, a Geor- 
C 
, an Alabama, a Mississippi, a Louis- 
a or a Texas chameleon, ii appears 
In the lower portions of all these States, 
where it is just as much at home as in 
Florida. 
As there are no other chame­ 
leons in America, and no other animals 
approaching so nearly to the chameleon 
of the Old World, I consider American 
Chameleon the most appropriate com­ 
mon name for it. 
This little reptile (I regret the neces­ 
sity of classing it as a reptile) is one of 
the prettiest little creatures in the ani­ 
mal Kingdom. In its shape, its color, 
and all its movements it is the very per­ 
sonification of gracefulness.

The Aborigines of Australia. 
The aborigines of Australia arc of a 
distinct race from that inhabiting the 
Indian Ancliipolago, and are black, with 
some slight variety of shade from brown- 
black to jet 
Their hair is curly, but 
not the crisp wool of the uegro. Their 
faces are well developed, broad at the 
base, their lips less protruding than 
those of the negro. Their bodies are 
deficient in muscularity and strength, 
but are capable of great endurance. 
It 
is said that they readily adopt Euroj>eaii 
habits. These natives seldom build huts 
or other fixed dwellings, but use as a 
shelter a strip of bark or a large bough. 
They kindle fires by rubbing two dry 
sticks together, while they often eat 
their food raw, and their cooking is of 
the most primitive sort, consisting of 
making: a hole in the ground, lighting a 
fire in it, putting in the dead animal, and 
covering it with earth until the fire is 
out, when it is sufficiently cooked. 
In 
the wild districts they generally go with 
a 


r the covering which Adam and Eve 
^ minus the fig leaf, although in the 
neighborhood of the settlements they 
wear sheepskins or the blankets and 
clothing they receive through their in­ 
tercourse with the settlers. They ore 
expert n||1i the spear, and use club or 
waddy, and tile boomerang, a peculiar 
missile, 
resembling 
a 
double-edged 
wooden sword, Inuit to an clipse; on 
being thrown into the air, it strikers the 
ground and rebounds toward the thrower. 
The different tribes have often been en­ 
gaged in feuds with each other. The 
use of ardent spirits has made great rav­ 
ages among them. They are polyga­ 
mists, ami their marriages consist chiefly 
in the groom carrying away tho bride, 
with or without her consent. Tho dead 
are buried iu the exact places where they 
died, aud those spots are never inhabited 
again by tile members of the tribe of the 
deceased. The names of the dead are 
never pronounced, aud those I tearing the 
same names are obliged to change them. 
They believe in a good aud a bad spirit. 
In regard to whites, they believe that 
white men are the reanimated souls of 
the blacks; but w eth er or not this is 
to be taken as advancement or retro­ 
gression is not clear; at the same time 
it brings to mind the view s of some of 
the Africans, who believe the evil spirits 
are all white, while the good ones are of 
their own ebony shade. 
The Australian 
aborigines are said to be rapidly de­ 
creasing in number, and it is thought 
that it will not bo many years before 
they are extinct.—Chicago Intcr-Occan,
